Elba Council Buys Trash Truck 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with all present 
except Councilman Cleo 
Hawkins. City Clerk Jack 
Prescott had other obligations, 
and the minutes were kept by 
Secretary Pat Holley. 


The Council opened bids 
and purchased a 1%4-ton trash 
truck without the confusion and 
heated arguments that blank- 
eted the issue at the last 
Council meeting. Two bids 
were received - both were from 
local dealers with Frank Aslie 
Ford receiving the bid with a 
low bid of $8,197.44 on a F600 
truck. Mayor Folsom noted 
that the dump body on the 
present truck would be trans- 
ferred to the new chassis. 


The Council heard a rec- 


ommendation from Mayor 
Folsom on the need for two 
self-propelled lawn mowers 


and two mobile radio units. 
The Council voted to buy the 
necessary radios from T&C 


Electronics of Elba on a price 
of $265.50 each, after Folsom 
explained the repair cost on 
existing units of over $100 
each. They authorized Folsom 
to get bids from all merchants 
in Elba selling the _ self- 
propelled lawn mowers, and 
present the information to the 
Council. 


A price on re-roofing the 
City Hall was discussed and it 
was noted some additional 
repair cost was needed before 
sitting down with the Masons 
to discuss the division of cost 
on the job.

& Green gave a price of $9,357 
for the roof work but noted 
additional cost would be in- 
curred on repairing damaged 
roof members, etc.

We have never been in 
an earthquake, but have had our share of flooding and tornadoes, 
both in Elba and in our younger days of tramping around the 
world We don't wish the misery associated with these 
happenings on anyone, but speaking honestly, feel relief that 
there is peace and tranquility in good ole Elba, Alabama this 
week 


The tornadoes that killed all the folks in Texas and Oklahoma last 
week was terrible. I am sure it is impossible to adjust to deaths 
associated with this type weather happenings but the property 
destruction has been experienced by most of the folks out there 
before, Our first week in Lawton, Oklahoma over twenty years 
#go was also our first exposure ¢o the destructive force of a 
tornado, One day we visited an Army surplus store south of 
town and saw all king of ‘‘goodies'', Before the week was out, 
one of the whirling winds had dipped down and leveled several 
buildings and clipped the end of the surplus store and scattered 
my “‘goodies’’. I stayed in Lawton and at Ft. Sill for a year and 
it seemed we got tornado warnings every weekend.

The weather in Coffee County was perfect for Easter this year. 

Even though it was a little nippy for Sunrise Service attenders, 
most remembered the pure cold of the year before. The sun soon 
warmed everything up and the balance of the day was fine. 


The local Sunrise Service was set for 5:45 by someone that hadn't 
been fishing at daylight recently, If they had, they would have 
known that the sun is high in the sky by that time of the 
morning. However, the actual time is of little importance if the 
folks attending were in the right frame of mind. We did attend 
and as all ways the folks at Westside Baptist did things right 
and made everyone feel right at home. 


Last week we received in the mail a copy of Governor James’ 
proposed new constitution with a note that the good Governor 
wanted “‘to get the facts to you, and thus, to the people of 
Alabama."’

Divided into sections it 
could probably be passed in a couple of years as 4 amendments 
and then the old laws all wiped off the books in one sweep. The 
end results would be a new constitution (what James wants) 
rather than failure of the whole thing. 


Things are looking up in Washington this week as at least 115 of 
our national lawmakers have taken off on junkets to foreign 
countries at taxpayers expense. We are not happy at paying 
their travel expenses, but it is probably the lessor of two evils . . 

if they were home voting, they would probably be voting to 
spend billions instead of the few million it takes for them to 
travel!

Get The Facts 


Recently I was on a panel 
for a graduate class on 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse. The 
chalkboard behind the panel 
was filled with a list of 20 to 25 
symptoms of alcoholism. They 
included the standard hiding 
bottles, blacking out, passing 
out, drinking alone, etc. All of 
these and most of the other 
items were good indications of 
alcoholism in the middle and 
late phases. 

The first question asked of 
us was, ‘‘Is there any way you 
can recognize alcoholism ear- 
lier? Is there any trouble 
ahead for a person who may 
not yet be having real living 
problems because of drinking 
but who surely will have pro- 
blems if he continues to 
drink?"’ 

In discussing this question, 
I recalled reading that pre- 
occupation with the expetience 
of getting high is the initial 
and continuing hallmark of 
any kind of alcohol depend- 
ency. A preoccupation with 
alcohol is a characteristic that 
all alcoholics have in common 
whether they are 18 or 68 
years of age. 

In my association with re- 
covering alcoholics, I find that 
invariably when they try to 
think back to the time before 
their drinking got out of hand, 
they make statements such as, 
**‘Well, almost from the first I 
liked what alcohol did for me 
and looked forward to those 
occasions when I could drink.’’ 
Or, ‘“‘The weekends were al- 
ways my best time because 
then I could drink.’’ Or, ‘‘The 
first thing I did when I got in 
from work, even before | 
spoke to anyone or pulled my 
coat off was to mix a drink."’ 

All of these statements 
show a preoccupation with 
drinking. And all of them 
were made about a time in the 
alcoholic’s life before drinking 
caused real problems. 

The following story told by 
a recovering alcoholic is good 
to point up this preoccupation 
he had with drinking long 
before he got into real trouble. 

“It was customary from the 
beginning of my married life to 
have cocktails with my wife or 
friends after work each day. | 
was always aware that I looked 
forward to this time of the day. 

But then, who doesn’t? 
Usually people are glad when 
work time is over, whether or 
not they drink.”

“Later, though, I began 
getting irritated if anything 
interfered with my cocktail 
hour. If my wife had a club 
meeting or there was some- 
thing to do for the children, 
and dinner had to be served 
early, I would get upset - al- 
ways claiming that I could not 
eat that early or that I wasn’t 
hungry. In reality, what I was 
upset about was that when 
dinner was served early, it 
gave me less time to drink."’ 

“I remember particularly 
one night when we had plan- 
ned to go to a movie that I 
very much wanted to see. 
When I got home, my wife was 
already dressed to go. The 
movie was a long one and she 
had decided that we should eat 
a sandwich and catch the early 
show. I was furious. ‘‘No time 
to relax,’ I said. ‘Couldn't live 
on sandwiches,’ I said. I said 
everything except the truth. I 
did not want to go to the movie 
if it interfered with my drink- 
ing. We went to that movie I 
had looked forward to seeing; | 
was cold sober and miser- 
able. 


**More and more I arranged 
my life around my drinking. 1 
did almost nothing unless 
drinking was involved. Yet at 
this point no one even con- 
sidered that I might be alco- 
holic. I went to work every 
day, church every Sunday, paid 
my bills and had relatively few 
living problems. I see now that 
at the very least | was alco- 
hol-dependent, and if you 
accept the definition of an 
alcoholic as one who lets 
drinking interfere with his life 
in any way, even then I was 
alcoholics."’ 

This man's story is in 
principle no different from 
most other alcoholics’ stories. 
The incidents he tells may be 
different, but the preoccupa- 
tion with drinking which these 
incidents reveal is always pre- 
sent, and it is usually present 
before the bottle hiding, the 
absences from work, the 
blacking out. It is usually 
present before the problems 
begin.

million tons of bulk cargoes 
will move on the waterway 
during its first year of 
operation--almost as much 
tonnage handled by the Port of 
Mobile last year. 

Heflin told the Committee 
that the waterway will provide 
a new water route between’ 23 
states and the Port of Mobile 
that is as much as 800 miles 
shorter. : 

“The annual benefits will 
amount to more than $100 
million, including $87 million 
Savings on transportation costs 
for such items as coal, 
petroleum, chemicals, building 
materials, grains and 
fertilizers,’’ Heflin said. 

In addition, Heflin urged 
continued funding for the 
Warrior-Tombigbee Waterway, 
the Coosa-Alabama River Sys- 
tem and the Theodore Ship 
Channel project. 

**Mobile is Alabama's only 
seaport and serves as our 
state’s water gateway to the 
world,’’ Heflin told the Com- 
mitttee. 

He said that completion of 
the Theodore Ship Channel is 
necessary for the realization of 
the full economic potential of 
the growing Theodore Indus- 
trial Park. 

The Senator said the 
development of the Alabama 
River for navigation, power, 
flood control, and recreation is 
virtually complete, but that 
the improvement of the Coosa 
River for navigation from 
above Montgomery to Gadsden 
is necessary to complete the 
project. 

“The full development of 
the Coosa-Alabama River Sys- 
tem will signal another 
milestone in the great water- 
ways of Alabama,”’ he said. 

“When this mighty river 
basin is developed, it will 
directly serve more than 
one-half of Alabama’s citizens. 
The economic future of nearly 
two million people is not 
something we can take 
lightly,’’ Heflin said.

In the last 
Congress, a discharge petition, 
which I also signed, fell just 15 
signatures short of what was 
needed to bring it before the 
House. I hope the necessary 
ae names can be obtained this 
time. 


Dickinson concluded by 
Stating, ‘‘The time has come to 
change the law and this Con- 
Stitutional amendment is the 
only practical answer at the 
present time.”’

But John Wesley, who 
was a spiritual giant of the 
eighteen century, has 
suggested three marks of a 
real Christian. 1 want to list 
and elaborate upon them this 
week. 

First and foremost, a 
Christian is one who is born 
again. He is one who realizes 
he has sinned, is unhappy with 
his sinful state, and earnestly 
desires to be changed within as 
well as without. He believes 
the Gospel message that Jesus 
can change his life and forgive 
his sins. He turns to Jesus by 
faith, asking Jesus to come 
into his life, forgive his sins 
and make all things new within 
him. 

The Christian is also con- 
cerned about the Kingdom of 
God. A solitary Christian is 
almost a contradiction in 
terms, for the Christian is one 
who has’ a right relationship 
to his fellow man as well as 
with God. According to 
Wesley, and to my own con-

viction, the Kingdom is not a 
matter of one certain ritual or 
ceremony. It is not even a 
matter of orthodox creeds.

I pray that I might be 
delivered of the driving desire 
to do those things which are 
wrong and hurtful to me and 
others.

A new job training program 
for displaced homemakers is 
scheduled at Enterprise State 
Junior College beginning in 
-June 1979. Who is a dis- 
placed homemaker? Why is 
such a program needed? After 
25 years of marriage 
working in the home, rearing 
three children and devoting all 
her life to her family, Mary 
Smith awoke one morning and 
found a note from her hus- 
band. He had left her. 

Mary had no marketable 
skills, very little money in 
savings, no means of support, 
and found herself in a job 
market competing with 
younger, better-trained and ex- 
perienced women. 

Mary Smith had joined the 
ranks of Displaced Home- 
makers. She, like three million 
other displaced homemakers 
between the ages of 3S and 64 
in the U.S., needs some help 
to learn new job skills needed

These displaced home- 
makers are often recently diy- 
orced or widowed, have been 
dependent on income from 
another family member and 
will have extreme difficulty 
finding jobs. Also, widows 
cannot collect Social Security 
until they are 60, and only 14 
percent of divorced women 
receive alimony. Frequently 
they lack the self-assurance 
and know-how to tackle the 
awesome task of looking for 
work, 

Under the Federally funded 
Displaced Homemaker _pro- 
gram, Enterprise State will 
provide 15 displaced home- 
makers who do not have a high 
school diploma with basic edu- 
cation and counseling leading 
to a G.E.D. certificate of high 
school equivalency and enroll- 
ment in a ull-time job training 
program. This is a six-month 
session running from June 
through November 1979. 

Also, for 15 displaced 
homemakers who have com- 
pleted high school or have a 
GED certificate, classes in sec- 
retarial science courses and 
counseling activities leading to 
a college Secretarial Science 
Certificate and job placement 
will be provided. This session 
runs from June 1979 through 
March 1980. 

Applications are now being 
accepted for both categories 
and there are no age re- 
strictions on the program. All 
displaced homemakers needing 
this type assistance are urged 
to apply as soon as possible. 

Those selected will receive 
free books and tuition, mini- 
mum wi for hours spent in 
classes plus allowance for three 
or more dependents, child care 
for preschool children of sel- 
ected ages, tutorial assistance 
if needed, and other financial 
aid offered college students, 
such as grants, if they qualify. 

The program is open to 
men or women and is under 
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Basin Baptist Church. 


HISTORY OF BAPTISTBASIN CHURCH |

Basin Baptist Church is located on the Elba-Kinston Road 
about six miles Southwest of Elba. The name BASIN comes from 
a large and circular depression in the ground located about one 
mile North of the church, and just back of the New Home 
Primative Baptist Church. The name was first given to the school 
in the community and later to the church. 


Basin Church was constituted on Sunday evening, September 
16, 1933. Rev. H. S. Nichols seemed to be among those who 
initiated the movement to establish the church. Rev.B. S. 
Franklin, pastor of the Elba Baptist Church at the time served as 
moderator of the council that formed the church, and the late 
Judge J. A. Carnley as Clerk. 


Those present who were members of other Baptist churches 
voted to proceed with the organization Rev. Franklin read the 
Articles of Faith as printed in Pendleton’s Manual, and the 
Church Covenant from the same source. The group voted to 
adopt these docaments as a basis for the organization. The name 
BASIN was adopted for the new church. 


Charter members were F. N. Dobbins, Mrs. Lena Dobbins, 
Miss Lois Dobbins, F. M. Farris, Mrs. Lelia Farris, J. E. Jones, 
J. W. Moody, Mrs. Kate B. Moody, Miss Naoma Moody, Mrs, J. 
E. Jones, and Harmon Wyrosdick. 


Rev. H. S. Nichols was called as pastor, and Miss Naomi 
Moody was elected Clerk. The third Sunday in each month and 
Saturday before was set as the time for regular worship 
services. 


In a short revival soon after the organization ten new 
members were added on profession of faith, and eight were 
added by letter. Included were Mrs. Jessie Lou Cain, Miss 
Cupedine Willis, Mrs. Kate Wyrosdick, Horace Moody, Miss 
Cumi Jones, Miss Ruby*Parker, Miss, Bessie Blackstock, Mrs. H. 
D. Blocker, Bernard Dobbins, Mrs. J. H. Wyros © k, and Mrs. 
Merle Roberts. 


The following came by letter: Mr. and Mrs. Owen Johnson, 
Mr. and Mrs. Blocker, Mr. Broughton Moody, and Mrs. 
Pamelia Moore. 


The first building occupied by the new church was purchased 
from the Methodist Episcopal Conference. -It had previously been 
the Union Hili Methodist Church, which had become inactive. 
Several of the Baptist families joined together in raising the fifty 
dollars thet was paid for the old building. 


In the fall of 1933, Basin sent the following Messengers to the 
annua! meeting of the Coffee County Baptist Association along 
with a Petitionary Letter applying for ener in that body. 
F. M. Farris, Mrs. J. W. Moody, Miss Naomi Moody, Miss 
Bessie Blackstock, and Miss Cumi Jones, Basin was received 
into the association on September 27, 1933 in the meeting ai the 
Goodman Baptist Church. 


Rev. H. S. Nichols served the church until September 15, 1935 
and was followed by Rev. W. R. Eiland. One year later in a 
special meeting on September 26, 1936 Rev. Q. P. Jones was

called as pastor and served for approximately eleven years until 
August 17, 1947. 


Some outstanding revival meeting were held in the early days 
of the church. During the week of July 13, 1935 twenty members 
were added to the church during the pastorate of H. S. Nichols. 
While Q. P, Jones was pastor in July of 1941 twenty-nine new 
members were received. During the time that Jones served as 
pastor a total of 111 new members were added. 


Rey. Dock McCullough followed Jones as pastor and served 
for about two years. McCullough had been ordained by the 
Dorcas Church of Coffee County in October 1947. G. Max Brown 
of Opp was the next pastor and served for about a year. Huie 
Ziglar became the next pastor of Basin in 1950. 


In the fall of 1950, while Ziglar was pastor the church made 
plans for the erection of a new building. The old building 
bought from the Methodists had become very dipalidated and 
was no longer suitable for use. The Finance Committee for the 
new building was made up of F. N. Dobbins, Chairman; Mrs. 
Dobbins, Mr. and Mrs. Clifton Boutwell, Mr. and Mrs. Clarence 
Farris, Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Helms, and Mrs. J. D. Cain. 


The Building Committee was composed of W. A. Bell, Leroy 
Boutwell, Wallace Cain, James Farris, Roy Barlow, and 
Broughton Moody. Many of the people contributed timber to be 
sawed into lumber for the new building. More than 100 logs 
were donated. Almost fifty men and boys of the community 
contributed labor to the project which included an auditorium and 
an educational building. 


The building was raenae with a minimum outlay of cash. 
The church borrowed $1,500 to complete the edifice in March of 
1952. The debt was paid off and the building was dedicated on 
May 26, 1957 with Rev. Huie Ziglar bringing the messsage, and 
several other former pastors taking part in the services. 


Ziglar resigned effective August 20, 1953. Thirty-one new 
members were added during his pastorate and the new building 
was erected. Frank Lowery was called as the next pastor on 
August 20, 1953 the day that the former pastor’s resignation 
became effective. 


Lowery served for approximately one year. On September 
19, 1954 Q. P. Jones was again secured as pastor and served for 
one more year. He was followed by Dock McCullough for his 
second term as pastor. McCullough was pastor for about two 
years and was succeeded by Johnny S . The dedication of 
the new building took place while S was pastor. 


Roy P. Reeves served as pastor in 1959 and was followed by 
& J. Cahors of Dito ton: ahent ene. veer, Curtis Rich was 
pas 4 . Milford Johnson became pastor of Basin on 
rene S, -J96S ond: secued unill: Bsach 6, 1966 when he 
resigned. tter part of the same month Wayne Northy who 
had been ordained by the New Haven Church, was called and 
served for about one year.

In the early 1960's, the building was air-conditionea and 
central heating was installed. In 1968, a fellowship hall, a 
kitchen, and bathrooms were added to the building. A new piano 
was bought for the sanctuary, and the old one moved to the 
fellowship hall. 


In January of 1974, a pastorium was purchased by the church 
with the deacons serving as a committee for the transaction. L. 
B. Moody, Rex Ham,and James Farris served as Trustees of 
the church in securing a loan. On June 5, 1977 a note-burning 
ceremony was held to commemorate the paying off of the loan 
made on the pastorium. 


A record attendance was registered on November 17, 1974 
when one-hundred and seven people were present in the services. 


When Wayne Northy was pastor, the church engaged in a 
Rural Church Development Program. Along with the pastor, the 
following served as a committee to direct the program: Fred 
Meacham, Chairman; Mrs. Peggy Hamm, Mrs. Jean Mauldin, 
Mr. Jearl Boland, Rex Ham,F. N. Dobbins, and Rex Boutwell. 


Among those who have served as Clerk over the years are 
Miss Naomi Moody, F. N. Dobbins who served for twelve or 
more years; Miss Shirley Barlow, Miss Mary F. Barlow, J. W. 
Moody, Mrs. Rex Boutwell, Mrs. Rex Ham,Rex Boutwell, and 
Mrs. Jean Mauldin, who has served for the past ten or twelve 
years. This list may not be complete. 


A Sunday School was organized in the history of the church. 
J. W. Moody was listed as Superintendent in 1935. Others listed 
as Sunday School Superintendent are L. B. Moody, Wallace Cain, 
F. N. Dobbins, Esma Eiland, Woodrow Pierce, C.D. Holloway, 
Bobby Boutwel!, Rex Boutwell, Miss Betty Moore, and Rex 
Ham, who perhaps has served longer than anyone. Several of 
the above served more than once. 


Among those who have served as deacons of Basin are S D. 
Cain, J. E. Spann, Arthur Helms, L. B. Moody, F. N. Dobbins, 
James Farris, John Parker, Rex Boutwell, and Rex Ham. This 
list is not complete. Serving as deacons at present are Rex 
Boutwell, Chairman; L. B. Moody, Rex Ham, and James 
Farris. 


As was common in those ne bp icice Lea riven 
only quarter-time preaching in ing, is 
oak id on only one worked a month. Most of the pastors 
worked at secular employment, many being farmers. It is 
interesting to notice the amount paid to them at the monthly 
preaching services. Some samples of the early days at Basin 
during the Great Depression were as follows: $3.56; $2.12; $1.98; 
$6.51. Evidently these were the amounts of the free-will offering 
taken on the days when preaching services were held. While Q.

FISHIN’ TIPS 


from...Tom Mann 


Ilow much noise can a fisher- 
man make without spooking fish? 
Every — thinking sherman has 
wondered about this, Some think 
it is important to be quiet, while 
others say it doesn't make that 
much difference. 

Well, my Indian ancestry has 
made me a stealthy fisherman, es- 
pecially where BIG fish are con- 
cerned, I know that smaller fish, 
or fish in a feeding frenzy, aren't 
bothered much by a fisherman's 
presence, But, those “ol’ bigguns” 
we all seek yot big by being 
smarter, 

Big fish sense our presence hy 
hearing, or feeling, vibrations: So 
I approach from the upwind side 
and let the wind take me close 
enough to cast. The only noise 


I want that fish to hear is my lure 
falling on the water, Fish can 
hear vibrations up to 15,000 per 
second, so I'm as quiet as a bur- 
gler around a slumber party. 


Talking doesn’t bother fish, but 
beware of anc hor noises, out- 
board or electric motors, noisy 
tackle boxes on boat bottoms, 
ete., when close to big fish. Re- 
member; the only sound they 
should hear is the lure you want 
them to hit. 


BRER TOM'S CLOSING TIP: 
Always take a rain suit while fish- 
ing. It will keep you warm in 
cold weather, dry in a rain, and 
enable you to keep fishing during 
the rain when fish often go on a 
wild feeding spree. 


Trailing? Shift That 


Automatic Transmission 


When trailering your boat, 
driving your automatic trans- 
mission as though it were a 
standard will help it perform 
better and last longer. 

When pulling a fairly heavy 
boat trailer behind you, before 
Starting 1p, place your gear 
selector in the ‘'1”’ position, 
which is first gear, and begin 
to accelerate. When you reach 
a speed of approximately 20 
miles an hour, shift into the 
“2” position. Then, when you 
have reached a speed of ap- 
proximately five to ten miles 
per hour below your cruising 
speed, shift into “‘D’’. This 
insures that your engine is 
revving fast enough to deliver 
the necessary torque to get 
your load moving and keep it 


moving, 
Manufacturers also recom- 
mended that when in a 


passing situation and doing 
under 45 miles an hour, you 
downshift to the ‘2’ position. 
This would not happen often, 
except in extremely slow traffic 
climbing a steep slope. 

In addition to saving wear 
and tear on your engine, you 
can get better gas mileage by 
shifting your transmission 
manually when trailering your 
boat through city traffic. 

Much of your time spent in 
recreational boating is trailer- 
ing; getting the boat to where 
you can put it in the water. 
We want to see you get it 
there safely, efficiently, and 
with a minimum of bother.

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This kind of conditional proba- 
tion, encouraging a wrongdoer to 
“make good”’ to his injured victim, 
is becoming increasingly common. 
The purpose, as one court put it, is 
“impressing upon the offender the 
loss he has caused and his respon- 
sibility to repair that loss as far as 
it is possible to do so.” 

Most often, the costs that the 
defendant is called upon to pay 
are medical and hospital bills. 


But other costs may be included’ 


as well. 

In one manslaughter case, the 
defendant was granted probation 
on condition that he pay his 
victim's funeral expenses. This ar- 
rangement, although challenged 
on appeal, was duly upheld as a 
proper exercise of judicial discre- 
tion. 

Nonetheless, a probation order 
should not violate a basic sense of 
fairness. For example: 

The judge in a theft case granted 
probation to the defendant on con- 
dition that he donate a pint of 
blood to the Red Cross blood bank. 
But a higher court threw out this 
requirement. The court said it 
amounted to ‘invading the phys- 
ical person in an unwarranted man- 
ner.” 

What about banishing a defen- 
dant from the community? The 
culprit in a prosecution for assault 
and battery was offered probation 
on condition that he leave the city 
for good. But again, this order was 
later held void. 

The court was concerned not 
only about fairness to the defen- 
dant but also about considerations 
of public policy. It would be a bad 
precedent, said the court, to allow 
acommunity to dump its undesire- 
ables upon its neighbors.

Set Set-Aside Cover 
Must Be Approved 


Farmers who sign up for 
the feed grain and wheat 
program agree to set-aside one 
acre for every ten planted in 
1979 to corn and sorghum, and 
two acres for every ten planted 
to wheat and barley, Robert 
English, Chairperson of the 
Coffee County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) committee, said the 
acreage designated as set-aside 
must be devoted to an ap- 
proved conservation practice 
that will protect the land from 
weeds and wind and water 
erosion. 

“This protection must be 
established on the set-aside 
land as soon as practical after 
the beginning of the normal 
period for planting spring 
crops.”’ 

English said that approved 
set-aside cover excludes a 
number of crops such as corn, 
cotton, grain sorghum and 
soybeans. ‘‘Some producers 
initially planted these crops in 
1978, not planning to comply 
with the program, and then 
designated the acreage as set- 
aside after experiencing a 
disaster. Farmers will be 
considered out of compliance in 
such cases, and crops planted 
in the spring or summer that 
are not approved will not be 
authorized for set-aside or 
voluntary diversion.’’ 

Set-aside acres must be 
cropland that was tilled within 
one of the last three years in 
the production of a crop other 
than hay or pasture, unless the 
hay crop was in normal 
rotation with small grain or 
row crops, or was accepted 
set-aside in 1978. ‘‘Orchards, 
vineyards, strips in skiprow 
planting patterns ‘and other 
areas that are too small or are 
abnormally shaped are 
excluded,” the ASCS official 
said. 

Set-aside cover and prac- 
tices are approved by the State 
ASCS committee, with con- 
currence from the State conser- 
vationist, various wildlife 
agencies, organizations and 
other interested groups, to 
assure that the set-aside and 
voluntary diversion will be 
adequately protected.

PSEUDORABIES 

A few hog producers in 
Coffee County have had their 
herds tested and found they 


have a disease known as 
Pseudorabies. "Pseudo" 
means false. So you might 


want to call this disease which 
is common in Europe and in 
some other States ‘‘False 
Rabies."’ 

Dan Presley and Dr. Harold 
Kjar, our Extension 
Veterinarian at Auburn, in 
speaking to a group of swine 
producers pointed out that 
hogs can tolerate this disease, 
This is, it does not necessarily 
kill them and it does most of 
its damage to the younger 
pigs. Cows, rabbits, dogs, 
cats, possums, and other wild 
animals also have pseudor- 
abies, but it is our under- 
Standing that it's fatal to these 
animals. It does not affect 
people, 

A*pig is the only animal 
that can have this disease and 
survive. You will be hearing a 
lot about this disease in the 
next few weeks and months, 
however, our advice is to 
maintain close liaison with your 
local veterinarian and carry out 
the best herd health practice 
you can. We advise you to 
have breeding stock tested for 
pseudorabies before bringing 
them into your herd. 

It does not affect the 
quality of the meat whatsover, 
Dr. Tim Miller of the State 
Diagnostic Laboratory in Elba 
and the local veternarians are 
knowledgeable about the 
disease and can answer any of 
your questions. Dan Presley of 
our staff is also available to 
help. 


LAWNS 

I see quite a few lawns that 
need to have the thatch re- 
moved. Thatch is the dead 
gtass leaves that have 
accumulated over a period of 
time. These leaves will 
accumulate and build-up and 
damage a lawn even though 
you may be using a grass 
catcher. 

Actually, the thatch is com- 
posed of not only leaves, but 
stems and roots that 
accumulate between soil lines 
and the green leaf surface of 
the grass. The main damage 
is done by restricting the 
movement of air, water and 
fertilizer in the soil. This will 
ruin the grass. Thatch is also 
a perfect home for insects and 
disease organisms. 

I recommend that you use a 
de-thatching machine which 
you can buy or rent. I use 
it on my zoysia grass lawn 
every other year to take out 
this dead material. Another 
way which is less satisfactory 
is to lower the blade of your 
lawn mower to a scalping level 
or you can vigorously rake 
your lawn. But a machine 
(De-thatching machine) does a 
better job.

the First National Bank in 
Birmingham, visited me and I 
asked him what he thought the 
number one mistake timber 
owners in Coffee County are 
making. Pau! is one of the 
leading consultants in the 
forestry industry and he said, 
“One of the biggest mistakes 
is not keeping timber lands 
productive. Where nature is 
reseeding timber stands that 
have been cut, many times this 
is adequate. However, if 

nature is not reseeding it 
would pay the grower tc 
re-establish a stand as soon as 
possible. Pulp and timber are 
bringing good prices and 
owners should be willing tc 
spend some portion of theit 
timber income on improve- 
ments.”’ 

Highly trained foresters 
have told me many times that 
another mistake is having only 
one-quarter to one-half stands 
of pines. A peanut, corn or 
soybean farmer would not tol- 
erate a one-half stand. But 
unfortunately many of our 
timber owners are willing to 
accept this, not for a year or 
two but for a lifetime!! 

Fortunately a lot of ASCS 
help is available through the 
local ASCS Office to make 
many improvements. 


HOUSEHOLD 

Have you examined the 
underside of the leaves of your 
camellias, hollies and other 
ornatnental plants? If you see 
a whitish material underneath 
the plants, you have an insect 
problem. [If allowed to con- 
tinue it will cause the leaves to 
become stunted and unattrac- 
tive. 

To control these insects, 
Spray on top and underneath 
getting good coverage. Most 
of the time you will have to 
Spray several times to get good 
control. Instead of spraying 
you may want to use a 
systemic insecticide. There are 
several oof these materials 
available which can be placed 
around the plant this time of 
the year. They will also 
control many of these insects. 
Follow directions carefully. 


PORK REFERENDUM 

Coffee County hog produ- 
cers are reminded of the pork 
referendum which will be held 
on Tuesday, April 17. The 
purpose of this referendum is 
to let producers decide on 
whether they want to continue 
the voluntary accesment of 5 
cent on hogs and 3 cent on 
feeder pigs to be deducted 
from the sale price of their 
animals. If approved this 
money will continue to be used 
for research and education and 
pork promotion. 

Coffee County producers 
can vote at the Farm Bureau 
Offices from 8:00 a.m. until 
5:00 p.m. in Enterprise and 
Elba this Tuesday. 


BEEF PRICES 

Most people are interested 
in beef producers making 
enough profit to remain in 
business and keep us in a good 
supply of Beef. Beef 
production is still declining and 
this may continue for a few 
more months or a year or two 
before herd rebuilding begins. 

It is important now that the 
prices remain attractive to 
signal producers to remain in 
business and begin herd 
rebuilding. Even when prices 
expand it takes time for this to 
show up at the supermarket. 

Beef cattle producers in 
Coffee County are getting good 
prices for beef. Nation-wide 
the shortage will not only help 
beef producers rebuild herds, 
but also help pork and broiler 
producers in Coffee County. 
So all of our meat producers -- 
beef, pork and broiler -- should 
benefit in the months ahead 
from the recent dramatic prices 
in beef.

TIME MANAGEMENT 

Are you completely 
exhausted from work when you 
get home? If so, you certainly 
don’t want to spend the rest of 
your evening in the kitchen. 

Here are some ideas for 
managing your time in the 
kitchen, 

First of all, prepare larger 
amounts of some dishes than 
needed and freeze half of 
them. This works well for 
main dishes, casseroles and 
desserts. Then some night if 
you don't feel like cooking you 
don't have to, 

Next practice dovetailing -- 
doing 2 jobs at once. Make 
supper while doing laundry, 
Or do your dishes while the 
meal is cooking. You can keep 
an eye on another job rather 
than on the television set. 

When preparing the meal 
clean vegetables and fruits on 
newspapers. Then roll up the 
paper and discard. Remember 
a sheet of tin foil in the 
bottom of the oven will catch 
all spills and save time in the 
long run. These 2 cleanup 
techniques can save many 
valuable minutes in the kit- 
chen, 

Another key to time 
management is to place all 
time saving appliances within 
easy reach on the kitchen 
counter. Do not have them 
hidden in some corner shelf 
where it takes longer to get 
them out than it does to have 
to use the appliance in the first 
place. 

And last of all, don’t forget 

all the convenience foods 
available in the market. These 
can be a real time saver when 
your budget permits. 
Your time is money. So why 
not practice some of the time 
saving tips and find yourself 
with free time to do with what 
you want! 


PORK DISHES 

Roast pork, flavorful and 
juicy; crisp bacon, filling the 
air with tempting aroma; and 
tantalizing baked ham are 
some favorite pork dishes. 
Many other pork cuts, both 
fresh and cured, also appear 
on our tables the year rouna, 

Pork is high in nutritive 
value. An especially rich 
source of thiamine, pork also 
supplies other B vitamins and 
iron. It is a good source of 
protein too. In addition, pork 
liver is an especially good 
source of vitamin A. 

Pork cooked at. a low to 
moderate temperature is 
generally more tender, juicy 
and flavorful than when 
cooked at high temperatures. 
Also there will be more meat 
to serve because of less 
shrinkage. 

Boiling temperatures can be 
regulated either by changing 
the distance between the meat 
and heat source or in some gas 
ranges, by changing the 
thermostat setting or flame 
height. For maximum tender- 
ness, pork cooked in a liquid 
should be cooked slowly. Cook 
pork long enough to ailow heat 
to penetrate into the center of 
the meat until it is done. 


WATER SPOTS 
Water spots on silk can

usually be removed by a dry 
cleaner, Washable white silks 
can be kept white by 
occasionally putting a drop or 
two of ammonia and hydrogen 
peroxide into warm sudsy 
water. Rinse the garment, dzy 
first with a towel and then 
finish drying naturally away 
from the sun, To remove 
yellow from pale color silks, 
add three tablespoons of white 
vinegar to a basin of cool 
water. Perspiration stains can- 
not be removed. Purchase and 
use arm shields when wearing 
silks. 


RAISINS 

Once a package has been 
opened raisins should be 
placed in an airtight container, 
They will last up to two years 
stored properly in the 
refrigerator and even longer in 
the freezer. Raisins thaw 
quickly at room temperature. 
If raisins have formed sugar 
crystals or become dry due to 
improper storage, rinse them 
with hot water; this will dis- 
solve the crystal and restore 
moisture. 


Aliens Must 
Report Farmland 


Ownership 


Aliens who own or have a 
5 percent interest in farmland 
in Coffee County must report 
ownership at the Agricultural 
and Conservation (ASCS) office 
at County Complex Building in 
New Brockton, Robert English, 
Chairperson of the ASC Com- 
mittee, said. ASCS county 
offices across the Nation have 
the job of keeping track of how 
much farmland is owned or 
controlled by foreign 
individuals or interests. 

The reporting requirement 
stems from the Agriculture 
Foreign Investment Disclosure 
Act of 1978. Aliens, foreign 
governments, or foreign _in- 
terests who owned land on 
February 1, must report 
ownership by August 1, 1979, 
Those acquiring land after Feb. 
1, 1979 must report the 
transfer within 90 days. 
Failure to report could result in 
a fine of up to 25 percent of 
the property’s fair market 
value, 

For reporting purposes, the 
U. S. Department of 
Agriculture considers agricul- 
tural land as any tract of more 
than 1 acre now in agricultural, 
forestry or timber production. 
Idle land used for agriculture 
within the past five years must 
also be . The survey 
guidelines exclude small plots, 
such as household gardens, but 
if an alien produces more than 
$1,000 in gross agricultural 
value from any plot of land, he 
must report ownership. 

Interest, means any right 
title, or legal share of 
ownership in farmland, such as 


estate dealer, bank, attorney, 
holding company, or other 
institution will report in behalf 
of foreign clients, individuals
